5'-iodothyronine monodeiodinase is due to hypothyroidism, non thyroidal systemic illness, fast, 
or selenium shortage. 

25. (New) The kit according to claim 15, comprising from 25 to 250 u,g of 
triiodothyronine sulfate and from 25 to 200 ]ig of thyroxine, in compositions (i) and (ii), 
respectively. 
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
